For Great Services 
The second honours list to include 
Canadians, after the long interval in 
which no recommiendations were made 
to the King from his Canadian advis- 
ers, brought knighthoods to two dis- 
tinguished natives of this country 
whose work previously. had been re- 
cognized by pensions from. Parlia- 
ment-——Dr. Frederick G. Banting, dis- 
coverer of the insulin treatment for 
diabetes, and Mr. Charles Edward 
Saunders, who added many millions 


to the Wealth of Canada and the world 
through his development of Marquis 
wheat and also the Ruby, Reward and 
Garnet varieties. Bothe are residents 
of Toronto. 

Sir Frederick Banting jgathoa fame 
throughout the world when he discov- 
ered the insulin treatment in 1922, 
although in the following year when 
he was’awatded the Nobel prize he 
announced that Dr. Charles H. Best, 
of the University of Toronto, had an 
equal share in it and would receive 
half the prize. Sir Frederick, still 
only 43 years of age, is devoting his 
life to medical research in the Uni- 


‘| versity of Toronto. He served in the 


Great War, was wounded at Cam- 
brai, wears the Military Cross. 

Sir Charles Saunders after years of 
research, cross-breeding and experi- 
ment gathered in 1903 the first head 
of what became known as Marquis 
wheat. These few grains were plant- 
ed the next year, and eleven heads 
were harvested. Within a few years 
millions of acres of Marquis were 
planted, and the advent of this new 
species, 
ripening, heavy yield and fine milling, 
revolutionized the wheat trade of the

NOTABLE ANNIVERSARY IN 
CANADA’S GOLD INDUSTRY 


Twenty-five years ago gold was 
found in the Porcupine area of North- 
ern Ontario. Last month high offic 
als of the Ontario and Dominion Gov- 
ernments joined with the gold indus- 
try in celebrating this anniversary 
of an event which has meant much to 
the Dominion. 

In its quarter century of existence 
the Porcupine area has produced gold 
werth some £70,000,000. Its yearly 
pay-roll exceeds £1,200,000 and it is 
estimated that the industry supports 
50,000 persons. 

In 1909 the Porcupine was but a 
section of bush country. Today it 
comprises a number of prosperous and 
contented communities with modern 
comforts and conveniences, the larg- 
est being Timmins, Schumacher and 
South Porcupine.

Club girls of Vermont are attack- 
ing an ancient family problem in a 
way that bids fair to reduce the strain 
oh the old pocketbook.

Last year a large group of 
girls of various ages did this and more 
are to try it this year. — 

As the age of the girl and type of 
school she attends have an important 
influence on the kind of clothes re- 
quired. the girls last year were- di- 
vided into four groups—college girls, 
high school, non-school and grade 
school. 

It was found that college girls, as 
expected, spent considerably more 
than the other groups. There were 
social exactions which did not have to 
| be counted on in the other groups. 
The college girl group spent an av- 
erage of $63.06 in the year which was 
itemized as follows: outer garments

Grade school girls got along with 
still lower expenditures. The average 
was $28.11, itemized viz: outer gar- 
ments $7.98; footwear, $8.89; under- 
garments $5.11; dresses $5.17, and 
miscellaneous 95 cents. 

The records failed to confirm the 
popular opinion that it costs more 
to dress a girl for school than to stay 
at home. The non-school girls spent 
an average of $43.93, or over $6.00 
more than the high school girl. Their 
costs were $9.08 for outer garments, 
$16.55 for footwear; $4.10 for under- 
garments, $12.38 for dresses and $1.82 
for miscellaneous items. 

Explaining the high footwear costs 
the girls point out that this article has 
to be purchased, whereas many other 
items of wear can be and are made 
by and for the girls. Many old gar- 
ments are demodelled.

Safety is promotea 
by tuberculin and blood testing of cat- 
tle, dry hand milking, and finally pas- 
teurization, which is the one. really 
adequate protection. Keeping quali- 
ty depends upon the control of bac- 
terial growth, first by keeping the 
number of bacteria as low as pos- 
sible and second by checking the 
growth of those present by prompt 
cooling to below 50 degrees F.

PRAIRIE FERTILIZING ° 


The experiments conducted by the 
Dominion Experimental Farms and 
agricultural colleges throughout the 
Prairie Provinces afford a_ reliable 
source of information as to the value 
of fertilizers in various districts, as 
well as information on other methods 
of increasing crop yields. Within the 
last five years, experiments have 
shown that certain commercial fertil- 
izers, especially phosphorus, have pro 
duced in certain districts increases in 
crop yields, and have proved that fer- 
tilizer applications must be made in 
the row with the grain and not broad- 
cast on the surface of the land. By 
such a method of application, greater 
control of weeds is accomplished, the 
weeds between the rows being dwarf- 
ed by the rank growth of the fer- 
tilized grain. When it is considered 
that increases up to 10 bushels per 
acre have been secured in certain dis- 


tilizers, it will be evident that this 


a minor | Offers a very promising means of ma- 


source, and that improperly cared for'terially reducing the cost of produc- 


dairy utensils contribute far 
bacteria than all others combined. 
Thus lack of attention to this major 
source means that care taken in oth- 
er respects is largely wasted in so 
far as improving keeping quality is 
concerned. To this end the Division 
of Bacteriology, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, have been working on 
simplified methods for keeping uten- 
sils in good sanitary condition. The 
old method of taking apart and brush- 
ing the tubes of a milking machine 
after each milking has been found to 
give no better results than a simple 
suction rinse method, while filling the 
tubes with a weak lye solution be- 
tween milkings keeps them clean and 
sanitary even without the use of hot 
water. Really boiling water in quan- 
tities large enough to sterilize cana, 
pails etc. is rarely available, and is 
expensive to provide. To meet the 
situation, the Division of Bacteriolo- : 
gy advise rinsing the utensils with a 
hypochlorite (chlorine) solution just 
before using. Shipping cans in par- 
ticular need treatment, as enormous | 
numbers of bacteria often develop on | 
the inner surfaces after washing and 
sterilizing at the milk plant. 
| 
Probably the simplest method of | 
preventing bacterial growth is to | 
place the cans of milk in ice water in 
an insulated cooling tank with agita- 
tor to keep the water circulating a- 
round the cans. Using either natural 
ice or electrical cooling, milk can be 
cooled rapidly to below the danger 
point and held there until ready for 
shipment.

CANADIAN DAIRY PRODUCTS 

Under the new dairy regulations, 
misleading or exaggerated claims with 
respect to Any dairy product are pro- 
hibited, whether such claims are made 
by advertisement or on the package; 
and, naturally, it is also illegal to 
sell, offer or expose for sale, or have 
in possession such dairy products in 
respect of which any false misleading 
or exaggerated statements are made. 
The regulations are implicit. A true 
and accurate description of the prov 
duce must be made. For instance, 
in the case of butter, the exact qual- 
ity must be stated both in advertise- 
ments and on the packages. If butter 
in the possession of a retailer is actu- 
ally of a lower grade than indicated

POSTURE : 

No one would question the desira- 
bility of good posture, or deny that Ad 
Good posture ex- | 
presses, self-confidence and a capacity | 
to do things, and, for these reasons, it | 


is a social asset. 


is an essential characteristic for the} 
business Man or woman. 

By good posture, we mean uncon- 
scious habit of sitting and standing |} 
erect and walking with a free and 
easy carriage. In good posture, the 
shoulder, hip, knee and ankle 
are in a straight line when the indi- 
vidual is standing erect. 

The relationship between posture 
and health is not definite. In gen- 
eral, we may say that good posture 
reflects good health, but good posture 
does not’ necessarily imply good | 
health, nor does poor posture always 
result in lack of health. Good pos- 
ture enables the body to function well 
mechanically while faulty posture 
may lead to the displacement of im- 
portant organs, thus interfering with 
their proper functioning, which, in 
turn, may cause pain or other symp- 
toms. 

An understanding of the causes of 
poor posture enables us to prevent or 
correct the condition. An imp »rtant 
cause is fatigue, because when the 
muscles are relaxed as a_ result 
of fatigue, there occurs loss. of 
the support which the muscles nor- 
mally provide, and the resalt is poor

Good posture cannot be hoped for 
unless the body is properly nourished 
by a balanced diet. Poor posture is 
one symptom of malnutrition which, 
in turn, is often associated with fa- 
tigue. An adequate supply of vita- 
mins and minerals is essential for 
good nutrition, and that is why cod 
liver oil and orange juice are intro- 
duced early into the child’s diet.

Poor posture may be largely a mat- 
ter of habit, growing out of a slouch- 
ing position while reading or sitting 
at a desk. Clothing which constricts 
the body or restricts its free and com- 
fortable movement interferes with 
good posture and may cause stooping 
shoulders. 

The securing of good posture de- 
pends, in large measure, upon atten- 
tion to the potnts mentioned. With- 
out making the child self-conscious, 
he should be encouraged to sit and 
stand erect, and to develop his mus-

PRUNE HEDGES 


Hedges are made of different kinds 
of plants some of which are decidu- 
ous, that is, they drop their leaves 
every fall, while others are evergreen. 

At the Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, about one hundred and thir- 
ty different varieties of trees and 
now about sixty different hedges 
growing side by side, some of which 
were planted in 1889. 

The deciduous hedges are general- 
ly trimmed about the end of June or 
when the season's growth is almost 
completed.

WHTEWASH MIXTURES 


During the summer, lime can be us- 
ed effectively to smarten up appear- 
ances around the home grounds and 
to whitewash and disinfect the interi- 
or of certain farm buildings when the 
stock is on pasture. 

The mixture used at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Scott, for in- 
side of buildings used by poultry, 
sheep, hogs and cattle has several ma- 
terials added to the lime and water.

a weatherproof whitewash to be used 
outside. This can be made as follows: 
Slake 62 pounds of quicklime in 12 
gallons of hot water and add two 
pounds of salt and one pouud sulphate 
of zinc dissolved in two gations of 
water. To this mixture add two gal- 
lons of skim milk. 
um per gallon, although not essential, 
would improve it. Salt should be omit- 
ted if required for metal surfaces 
which rust. 

A whitewash mixture can be made 
glossy like paint by dissolving a pound 
of cheap soap in a gallon of water 
and adding it to five gallons of thick 
whitewash mixture. Lime can _ be 
made more soluble and will penetrate 
further into the wood by adding a 
pint of molasses to every five gallons 
of whitewash.

Barbed wire! There is something 


primitive about the name-—-something , 


suggestive of the savagery, the re- 
lentless hardness of thé Early West. 
Yet without it ‘the fertild Prairie 
Plains, now the most valuable agri- 
cultural land in the United States, 
would never have been opehed up to 
| the homesteader. 
| For the greater part of half'a cen- 
‘tury—from 1840 to 1885-—the west- 
ern frontier had been practically sta- 
tionary at a line drawn roughly from 
what is now the Dakotas to the south- 
ern tip of Texas. And chief among 
the obstacles faced by the pioneer 
farmer was lack of fence material— 
; Stones and timber. 

In this interval, while the agricul- 
‘tural frontier stamped about in un- 
easiness along the borders of the 
Plains country, there arose the range 
' cattle industry, perhaps the most dis- 
tinctive institution that America has 
produced. It came up from Mexico 
into Texas before the Civil War, and, 
| beginning in 166, spread over the en- 
tire Great Plains area in the amaz- 
ingly short period of 15 years. The 
land had no value, the grass was free, 
the water belonged to the first comer, 
; and about all a man needed to “set 
him up” in business was a “bunch” 
| of cattle, enough common sense to 
; handle them and enough courage to 
protect them without the aid of the 
law. 

Texas furnished the cattle. During 
the Civil War, cattle had accumulated 
| there, and in 1885 the same cattle 
Saat could be bought for $3 and $4 a 

head in Texas would have brought $30 

| or $40 in the Northern markets. The 
; problem was to get the herds to mar- 
ket. And so began the great cattle 
drives. , 


When the Texans started their ran- 
gy longhorns northward, they héd no 
intention of setting up a new econ- 
omic kingdom. Their immediate ob- 
jective was a railhead from which the 
cattle could be shipped East. Howev- 
er, not all the cattle that reacned the 
railroad cow towns were fit for mar- 
ket, and at times there was no mar- 
ket. In such cases the surplus cattle 
were “held on the prairie’ or estab- 
lished on permanent ranches to be 
fattened. In this way the cattle 
kingdom spread from Texas and util- 
ized the Plains area. 

Later drives, and the longest ones, 
were for the purpose of distributing 
stock cattle on the northern ranges. 
As a spectacle, the drive itself is with- 
out parallel in American _ history. 
Thousands of herds followed the trails 
laid out by the early cattlemen. With 
3000 head of cattle would go 16 or 18 
men, always an even number so they 
could work around the herd in pairs. 
The cattle did not move as a herd, but 
as a long and sinuous line, At the 
Start of a drive there was a good deal 
of confusion, and the herd was press- 
ed to 20 or 25 miles a day in order 
to trail-break the cattle, to get them 
away from their familiar range, and 
to make them so tired that they would 
lie down at night—for the constant 
dread of cattlemen on the trail was 
the stampede. After the first few 
days, the average drive was from 12 
to 15 miles. And so for 60, 90, or 120 
days. Cowboys at work 18 hours a 
day, riding, singing, nursing cattle. 

These drives were but a part of the 
tremendous cattle industry. Single 
outfits claimed range rights over a 
territory as large as Massachusetts 
and Deleware combined. The cattle 
industry inthe East was an incident 
.of agriculture. In the West a ranch 
would cover the same area as 1000 
eastern farms and have perhaps 10,- 
000 head, round-ups, rodeos, and all 
that goes with ranching. Hot days in 
in the branding pen with bawling 
calves and the smell of burned hair 
and flesh on the wind. Men in boots 
and big hats, jingling spurs and fris- 
ky horses. Camp cook and_ horse 
wrangler. Profanity and huge appe- 
tites. The East did a large business 
on a small scale; the West did a small 
| business magnificently. The Eastern- 
er, with his background of forest and 
farm, could not always understand the 
| man of the cattle kingdom. One went 
on foot, the other on horseback; one 
carried his law in books, the other 
carried it strapped around his waist. 
One represented tradition, the other 
| innovation; one responded to conven- 
tion, the other responded to necessity 
and evolved his own conventions. The 
man of the timber and the town made 
the law for the man of the plains; 
the plainsman, finding this law un- 
suited to his needs, broke it, and was 
called lawless. 

But no sooner had the cattle king- 
dom been set up as a natural insti- 
tution adapted to its environment 
than the forces of the Industrial Re- 
volution began to destroy it. In 1862 
the Federal Tomestead Law was pass- 
ed, granting for nonainal fee of 160 
acres of the public domain, each, to 
settlers who would live on the land 
and cultivate it for five years. And 
in 1874 the first piece of barbed wire 
was sold in the United States. These 
two facts combined to break the ev- 
en tenor of the cattleman’s way. 

When the homesteaders came onto 
the prairies they found nothing with 
which to fence the land, neither tim- 
ber nor stone. They were face to face

but one of the spools got*away, jump- 
the chute, struck a cowboy on the 
leg and tore half his boot off. Where- 
upon they all struck. The wire was 
finally unloaded, but there were no 
buyers. To prove the merit of the 
the merchant decided to put 
a fence on land which he owned on 
the public road. The event was made 
a gala day in the community, and 
people came for miles to see the new 
fence. : 

Once the merit of barbed wire was 
proved, it spread like wildfire. A barb- 
ed wire agent came through and told 
a.cattleman that Silas Jones wus 
planning to put a fence around 150,- 
000 acres of land, and that he was 
inclosing government land as well as 
what he owned. Consequently, the 
cattleman ordered a carload of wire, 
which went up around 50 sections 
of land. He could then keep his own 
cattle separated from his neighbors’. 
But perhaps he owned only a small 
part of this land. He continued to 2.

From then on 
until the turn of the century the de- 
mand was brisk, and enormous profits 
accrued to the business. 

The revolution which barbed wire 
produced among cattlemen was _ not 
unattended with blood-shed. Fence 
cutter wars broke out in Texas, Wy- 
oming, New Mexico, wherever men 
began to fence what had hitherto been 
free grass. These wars amounted 
to a social upheaval whose effects 
ramified to all phases of western life. 
The Texas Rangers were in constant 
demand to assist in putting down the 
fence-cutters, who were usually small 
stockmen. Their greatest resentment 
was stirred by the damage that barb- 
ed wire did to their stock. It was not 
uncommon for horses to cut a foot 
or a leg almost off or for ‘cattle to 
run full tilt right into the barbed 
wire.” 


The fence men were inconsiderate 
not only for the damage to stock but 
of their fellow man. They fenced up 
water holes; they stretched the wire: 
across the well-travelled roads; some- |! 
times they inclosed vast areas which 
they did not own, with few gates 
for ingress or egress. There was no 
law to govern either the fence men or} 
the fence-cutters, and therefore the 
two faction fought for supremacy and 
control In the end the wire-cutters| 
lost the fight. 

Thus it was not the railroads, nor’ 
the homestead law, not the enroach- | 
me of the growing eastern population 

but barbed wire that revolutionized 
western life. It sounded the death! 
knell of the native longhorn, and made 
possible the introduction of blooded} 
stock, the ranchman now could 
segregate his cattle. It put an end} 
to the long drive and forced the cat- 
tlemen to patronize the railroads. In 
little more than a decade it changed} 
that vast waste of grass stretch from, 
the prairies to the California moun- 
tains into an empire of homesteads.
